Knoxville, Tenn., August 22.—(Special.) 
For several days past it has been feared 
that a scarlet fever epidemic would rage 
in this city. Ten cases have been reported, 
but all are under control and no new 
cases have developed during the past 
forty-eight hours.

Chamberlain Refuses To Discuss 
Suzerainty of England. 

London, August 22—A parliamentary 
paper dealing with the Transvaal crisis 
was issued today. It details the efforts 
of the Boer government during the past 
year to have the question of the suzerain- 
ty of Great Britain submitted to arbitra- 
tion, and Great Britain's repeated ce- 
fusals to discuss this basic point.

INDORSE BRADLEY STRONGLY 


Candidate Praises McKinley and His 
Administration from Inception. 


HE JUMPS ON THE GOEBEL LAW 
— 


All the Leaders of the Party in the 
Blue Grass State Except the 
Governor Are Present. 


London, Ky., August 22.—(Spectal.)—The 
republican gubernatorial campaign was 
begun here today by General W. S. Tay- 
lor and a number of other’. speakers. 
General Taylor came this morning from 
Richmond on a special train. Before 
leaving Richmond he made a ten_ min- 
utes’ speech te200 people gathered at the 
depot. At Berea he made a short ad- 
dress. There was a big barbecue prepared 
here and thousands ef people from all 
sections were awaiting his arrival. The 
number present ts estimated at 15,000. 

Judge J. C. Pratt. who was a candidate 
for governor against General Taylor, 
spoke this morning, being followed at 
noon by Judge Vincent Boering, congress- 
man-elect from the eleventh district. 
Judge Vincent introduced General Tay- 
lor, amid great-applause. Senator Deboe 
and a score of state officers were on hand 
and ft has been pronounced the largest 
gathering of republicans ever known. 
Many of the politiclans in the crowd 
claim Taylor will win by 45,000. 

General Taylor made one of the strong- 
est speeches delivered in Kentucky by 
a republican in many years. Notwith- 
standing the fact that Governor Bradley 
is not indorsing his campaign and would 
not attend the convention which nomi- 
nated him, he gave the republican admin- 
istration full credit for the prosperous 
condition of Kentucky affairs. He says 
the democrats had left the state in a bad 
financial condition. There was no money 
with which to pay the school teachers, cir- 
cult judges, county attorneys, witnesses, | 
jurors, etc. The condition of the prisons 
and asylums has been improved and order 
restored out of chaos. He declared the 
criticism of the democrats in their plat- 
form unjust; that they falled to remember 
in drafting these resolutions that the leg- 
islature was democratic, and that al- 
though he had attempted time and again 
to do so, Governor Bradley could not in- 
duce it to pass laws for preserving the 
law and order of the state. He indorsed 
the national administration and declured 
that his election woul} assist materially 
the defeat of Bryan fm 190. 

Taking up the Goebel election law, on 
which the main jssue hinges, he compared 
the new law to that in Ohio, after which 
Goebel sald it was patterned. 

Discussing the design of the Goebel! law, 
General Taylor quotes two letters which 
will be used as campaign literature. One 
was signed by South Trimble, a member 
of the democratic committee, addressed to 
W. E, Thompson, {n Franklin county, 
acvising Thompson not to aecpt the ap- 
pointment <f election commissioner for 
the reason “that city elections cannot be 
won W:th a fair count. Incompetent and 
unreliable cepublican judges will have to 
be appointed. The right of republicans 
to indicate who shall represent them as 
judges, etc., will have to be ignored and | 
the election commissioners will have to 
do this or receive the ill will of the city 
democrats.” 

In answer to the charges of the demo- 
crats that the Goebel election law was 
necessary beyvause the republicans through 
the appointing of election officers by 
stole Kentucky for Me- 
Kinley in 18%, General Taylor said: 

“If this charge were true, it would not 
justify the existence of the Goebel! elec- 
tion law, but that it is false there cannot | 
be the shadow of a doubt. The county |

1897, when the state went 1,700 demo- | 
cratic.

Elizabeth City. It is from them that the 
fearful story was learned. They report 
no less than eleven vessels ashore on 
the coast New 
River inlet, and estimate that no less 
than thirty lives were lost. 

Thirty Sailors Reach Norfolk. 
Among those who arrived today are ten 
of the crew of the Barkentine Priscilla, 
Captain Benjamin R. Springstein, of Bal- 
timore, which vessel lles broken in three 
pieces on Gull Shoals, elghteen miles 
north of Cape Hatteras. There were 
four fatalities shortly after the Priscilla 
went ashore, the captain’s wife being 
washed overboard and drowned within ten 
minutes from the time the bark struck. 

The others who lost their lives were 
the captain’s two sons, aged twenty-four 
and twelve years, respectively, Golden- 
borough, connected in the Lee family,‘and 
a relative of the vessel’s owners, C. Mor- 
ton Stewart & Co. 

The older of the Springstein boys was 
first mate of the Priscilla. He and the 
Goldenborough lad were both washed 
overboard. His brother was drowned in 
the cabin. 

Alex Von Resdorff, one of the crew, was 
caught in the cabin, and while holding on 
to a window to prevent being drowned, a 
heavy sea came, which resulted in the 
dislocation of his arm. Seeing that death 
was certain if he remained longer in the 
cabin, Von Resdorff leaped through the 
cabin window and landed on deck, He 
was attended today at the office of the 
marine hospital surgeon, in the Norfolk 
custom house. 

Springstein Escapes. 

Captain Springstein escaped from the 
wreck with the remainder of his crew, but 
he is still at Hatteras suffering from a 
wound in his breast, which proved to be 
three inches in depth. The captain is 
fifty-four years of age. 

The Priscilla left Baltimore for Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, on Saturday, the 12th 
instant, with a general cargo. She pass- 
ed out the capes on Mgnday, the ld4th, and 
it was 9 p. m. Thursday when she was 
struck. All of the vessel's crew were in- 
jured, more or less. Andrew Larsen is 
suffering from internal injuries and YWil- 
liam I. Henderson, the colored steward, 
has a mashed knee. 

The schooner Robert W. Dasey, Cap- 
tain Olsen, left Philadelphia August 14th, 
for Jacksonville, Fla,, with coal. She 
partially washed away as soon as she 
struck the beach, which was about 6 p. 
m., Thursday. The cre wof six were al] 
saved by the breeches buoy. 

The schooner Florence Randall, Captain 
Cavalier, was bound from Long Island to 
Charleston, 8. C., with fertilizer. She 
struck at 5:15 p. m., on Wednesday, and 
was soon washed to pieces. The crew of 
ten, as wel as the captain's wife, were 
rescued by the breeches buoy. 

The schooner Minnie Bergen, Captain 
Bowman, sailed Wednesday from Phila- 
delphia bound for Neuvitas, Cuba, with 
iron, coal and coal oil. She anchored on 
Thursday and shipped her cable Friday 
morning. She lost several sails and struck 
at 8 a. m., on Friday, at Chickmicomico. 
Her crew of ten were rescued by hfe- 
savers with the breeches buoy. All of 
the men who came here were taken in 
charge by local seafaring men and gent 
to Baltimore in the afternoon. 

The schooner Percy and Lillie, Captain 
Miller, of New York, which struck the 
storm last week while bound from New 
York to Charleston, 8. C., with a cargo 
of fertilizer, arrived here this morning 
leaking and otherwise in distress. While 
tossing helplessly about in the ocean the 
lifeboats of the schooner were smashed

“The scheme to lessen the value of 
standard money by making gold the only 
legal tender money has at last become 
apparent to all and must. be resisted by 
the debt-paying and wealth-producing 
clagses of the country.’’ 

On the question of trusts the platform 
declares: 

The industrial trusts, which are epring- 
ing up on every hand, testify the adminis- 
traticn’s\ indifference to monopoly, or its 
inabliity to cope with it. 

“We denounce the failure of the admin- 
istration to enforce the present luw 
against trusts or to recommend new laws, 
if the present law is deemed insuflicient. 

“We are opposed to the principle of 
monopoly wherever it manifests itself. 
We demand the enforcement of the pres- 
ent federal law, the enactment of such 
new legislation as may be necessary and 
a constituttonal amendment, if the pres- 
ent constitution is construed to protect 
trusts, to the end that the monopolization 
of industry by private corporations may 
be absolutely prevented. 

“Every trust rests upon a corporation 
end every corporation is a creature of 
laws, and the law, state or national, must 
place upon the corporations such limita- 
tions and restrictions as will protect the 
public from injury.”’ 


A PIONEER MINISTER DEAD. 
Rev. D. G. Phillips Passes Away at 
Louisville, Ga. 

Louisville, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)— 
Rev. D. G. Phillips, one of our oldest 
and most highly respected citizens, died 
here tonight at 12:30 o'clock after an ill- 
ness of about five weeks at the age of 
83 years. He moved to Jefferson county 
in 1848 and preached at one charge forty- 

four years. 

He was county school commissioner 
from the beginning of the free school 
system to 1894, and was a member of 
the state constitutional convention of 
1877.
